Do You Deserve Joy? 


We hope that you have prepared 
yourself for this joy-4f you have 
not, you are not entitled to it.

Easter to the feast of Pentecost. 


The joy promulgated at Christ 
mas was in favor of only those who 
were “men of good will.”

The Latin mind is very logical 
just as the Oriental mind is, and 
after learning of the divinity of 
Christ the first questions the Latin 
or the Oriental will ask are: “Can 
vou traee your Church's origin 
back to that time? Is your par- 
ticular religious body the one 


which Christ established in person’ 
You claim your religion is based 
on the Bible: if so, you should be 
able to prove ; al the writings con 
tained in that book are inspired 
and actually comprise God's reve 
lation.” 

Of course no Protestant Church 
could trace its continuity back to 
the time of Christ, nor could it 
prove that the authority on which 
it is supposed to rest is a divinely 
inspired authority 

Protestants could only prove the 
New Testament is an inspired work 
by declaring that the Catholic 
Church said so back in the fourth 
century. The Catholic Church had 
that book all to itself for the next 
thousand years and could have 
done what she pleased with it or 
to it. She could have destroyed it 
or altered it, or added to it, or 
subtracted from it, and Protestants 


would not be the wiser, because 
the original writings of the New 
Testament have been lost.

Perhaps you have not heard as 
yet that a pes. company in 
Austin, Minnesota, reported to 
be using carbon dioxide gas, the 
same as is used in carbonized soft 
drinks, to put hogs to sleep before 
they are slaughtered at the packing 
house. This anasthesia is given to 
a hog in a dose just long eaough to 
make it unconscious for 25 seconds. 
According to the experts the 
animal is quiet and relaxed and 
does not bruise itself at the time 
of slaughter. 


“Keep pigs comfortable,” 
been a wise “arr made over 
the years to the hog raisers. It 
pays good dividends. The pigs 
should be kept out of severe drafts, 
be able to find a warm, dry spot 
where they can sleep in safety and 


be comfortable after a meal, and) 


when being trucked tothe 
butchers, should be treated kindly 
and not abused.

This latest development in the 
packing house will pay more divi- 
dends of a fi sort, as well 
as give the hog-raiser the feeling 
that he has done everything in his 

wer to prevent suffering to these 
esser creatures of God. 

If you should hear anybody com- 
plaining about the high price of 
pork chops, it might be well to 
inform them that only about five 
percent of a pig becomes center- 
cut pork chops. The other 95% is 
still necessary in order to have 
pork chops, but does not bring the 
same price on the market. If more
